Seville, Spain — C?>—Throngs of 


Seville citizens 
crowded through 


the streets shortly before noon today 
and began an organized assault up- 
on the homes of monarchists, bum- 
ing houses, smashing windows and 
destroying furniture. 


Carrying banners on which were 


the words "Down with San Jurjo"' 
the marchers proceeded to the Mar- 
quess Desquivel hotel, where Gen- 
eral San Jurjo stayed before start- 
ing yesterday's revolt. They set fire 
to the hotel and 
burned it, then 


uroceeded to the mercantile circle 
and the jail, setting 
both of these 


buildings afire. 
Communists and Syndicalists wno 


were held in jail for political rea- 
sons were freed by 'the surging 
crowd, which boosted them on its 
shoulder and paraded through the 
streets. 
It moved then upon the houses ot 


a number of monarchists 
and at- 


tacked these. All rightist newspa- 
pers were 
suspended. 
Governor 


Valera cautioned the crowd not to 
bum the churches, as It was re- 
ported the leaders planned. 
" Governor Valera ordered the ar- 
rest of all civil guard officers found 
guilty of "disloyalty to the repub- 
lic." He said they would be tried by 
a summary court martiaL

According TO press reports that part of 


Mr. Kohler's address was particularly 
well received which had to do with his 
condemnation of "the only measure for 
providing employment" proposed by Gov- 
ernor LaFollette, "the grossly extrava- 
gant and shamelessly touted scheme which 
resulted in landscaping rural Wisconsin 
with those mountainous roller coasters 
called overhead grade crossings and which 
is taxing the citizens of "Wisconsin an ex- 
tra 2 cents per gallon on gasoline." 


For a long time overhead grade cross- 


ings at busy and dangerous locations have 
been advocated. They are a desirable im- 
provement. The governor is not to blame 
because some improper sites were chosen 
for this purpose. It is not unusual to 
blame an executive for everything done 
by his administration, even as a com- 
pany is held responsible for the acts of 
its agents, but it could hardly be expected 
that the governor would himspTf select 
the sites. 


The principal materiality of these over- 


head grade crossings to the present cam- 
paign, in our judgment, is to bring our 
minds back to 1930, the generous prom- 
ises that were made by the governor, and 
their degree of fulfilment. 


In his message to the legislature of 


January 15, 1931, Governor LaFollette de- 
clared that the pressing need of the time 
was to furnish employrr-ent and the gov- 
ernment must take the initiative. Al- 
though it was not material to the matters 
in hand the governor went out of his way 
to take a fling at the leader of his party, 
the President^ On that occasion he said: 


'•The burden of meeting this situ- 


ation falls the more heavily on us, 
because the difficulties have been 
multiplied by the tragic lack of lead- 
ership of the national administration 
during this entire period. 
''Our national spokesmen claimed 


to have established a new industrial 
and social standard. 


'•"Future generations vdll be aston- 
ished at their deliberate opposition 
to the most elementary plans for es- 
tablishing public 
employment ex- 


changes, adequate records of unem- 
ployment, and long time planning of 
public works, even after the present 
crisis had been entered and recog- 
nized."' 
There is little doubt that at that time 


the governor was sincere in this state- 
ment. He looked upon the President as a 
failure. He inherited that aspect. The 
Governor did not lack in confidence. 


He then occupied a position of leader- 


ship himself. Into his hands was given 
great power, not only as unlimited au- 
thority as given to any governor but the 
great influence of a complete control over 
the assembly and practically an even 
break in the senate. 


So the governor declared that in ac- 


cepting this responsibility of leadership, 
'"an extensive survey of the possibilities of 
employment for our 
citizens or. work 


•which will add to the permanent equip- 
ment and productivity of our resources 
has been made."' He disclosed that out 
of that '"extensive survey"' he had adopt- 
ed and recorded as "the most immediate 
practicable method" a provision for grade 
crossing abolition 
concentrating 
three 


years of this work into one. He directly 
stated that '"a measure making this pos- 
sible and furnishing work directly to at 
least 10,000 men and indirectly to many 
others, has been prepared carefully." 


We have no fault to find with this 


program excepting as to some of the grade 
crossings selected that did not justify, in 
proportion to the demands of others, the 
expenditure of great sums of money. 


We have reviewed the situation how- 


ever to shov>- the baneful effect of wild 


**• promises in politics, the ease with which a 


man may refer to "the tragic lack of 
leadership" of the national president when 
he rr.ay know nothing whatever about 
the problems at Washington: how his 
own '"extensive survey" and plans "pre- 
pared carefully"' failed to accomplish the 
wonders promised and expected. 
What 


about his own leadership? Tragic too? 


Governor LaFollette made his own 


plans to stimulate a revival of business 
conditions in Wisconsin. In this respect 
he had his own way completely. 
The 


plans were tragically inadequate. 


Had Mr. LaFollette been older and 


more experienced he might have made 
promises more stingily. But like King 


Canute of old lie loudly ordered the tide* 
to recede only to find that the waters 
paid no attention to him unless their gur- 
gling be construed as laughter.

•will approve the action of the city author- 
ities in reaching an agreement with the 
Green Bay and Mississippi Canal Com- 
pany whereby Teluiah park passes into 
the hands of the city. 


During the early pioneer days of Ap- 


pleton's existence, extending even into the 
late nineties of the last century, this park 
was the scene of many of the social ac- 
tivities of this section. The old Indian 
legend of Teluiah, centering around the 
srjring on the river bank, lent a roman- 
tic glamor to its shady dells of which old 
timers still like to dream. It may truth- 
fully be said that more of Appieton's early 
history is preserved in the 
memories 


awakened by the park, than by any other 
object or place in the entire district. 


For many years the canal company 


has maintained the park in its original 
condition, carefully refraining from any 
modernizations which might detract from 
its natural beauty. Located in the Fourth 
ward, it has come to be cherished fay the 
residents of thst district for what it is, 
a beauty spot in which numerous wild 
flowers, almost extinct in this part of the 
country, still may be found. In addi- 
tion, almost every variety of songbird 
native to Wisconsin nests in its shady 
thickets or grassy meadows. 


In an effort to preserve the birds and 


flowers the Outagamie Fish and Game 
Protective association was instrumental, 
last year, in having the park set aside 
by the state conservation commission as 
a wild life sanctuary, the first in the state. 
As a direct result of the protection so 
afforded a decided increase in both bird 
and flower life is already noticeable. 


NORTH ATLANTIC AIR SERVICE 
Air-mail service between the United 


States and Europe comes a step nearer 
by reason of 
Captain Wolfgang von 


Gronau's successful flight from Germany. 
This is his third trip in a flying boat, 
his route on each occasion being via the 
Faroes, Iceland, Greenland and Labrador. 


Captain von Gornau believes the north- 


ern passage to be the logical route in 
that it provides two or three stopping 
places for fuel and other necessary ser- 
vice. 


Adverse weather conditions are to be 


encountered but this holds true also with 
the longer ocean routes. Fog and rain are 
handicaps but the Captain believes these 
can be overcome by high altitude flying 
and the use of the radio for navigation. 
To make the northern route practical "a 
tremendous amount of ground preparation 
and organization is necessary." The fly- 
ing boat he recommends as "strong and 
steady." 


On his trip just completed, Captain 


von Gronau found Labrador, Quebec and 
Ontario so studded with lakes and streams 
that a flying boat •would scarcely ever be 
beyond sight of a landing place. 
This 


route is of particular interest to Great 
Lakes cities as one offering exceptional 
opportunity for speedy air-mail service to 
Europe. Detroit, as a look at the globe 
will show, is nearer Ireland than is the 
city of New York. 


Sometime this month Bernt Balchen 


is to pilot a large flying mail boat from 
Minneapolis to Bergen, Norway, stopping 
at Montreal and St. John's, New Found- 
land, thence following 
von 
Gronau's 


northern route. His ability and experi- 
ence gives assurance cf more capable pi- 
oneer work toward an eventual and suc- 
cessful North Atlantic air-mail service.
